Need  for  Replacement 
Generation  Questioned

Almost  a decade  ago  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant  Citizen’s  Task  Force 
was  created  by  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  examine 
Mirant  Corporation’s  proposal  to 
construct  a 540  megawatt  (MW) 
generating  station  to  replace  the 
existing  Potrero  Power  Plant,  San 
Francisco’s  largest  single  pollution 
source.  Had  the  California  Energy 
Commission  approved  the  proposal, 
the  new,  larger  facility  would  have 
operated  for  at  least  a third  of  a 
century.  Mirant  pitched  the  plant, 
in  part,  as  a way  of  replacing  the 
Hunters  Point  Power  Plant,  which 
was  ultimately  shuttered  two  years 
ago  in  exchange  for  the  development 
of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company’s 
multi-million  dollar  Jefferson-Martin 
transmission  line. 


For  several  years  the  Task 
Force,  among  others,  fought  to  stop 
construction  of  the  larger  facility. 
“Mirant  was  going  to  expand  the 
plant  to  meet  San  Francisco’s  energy 
needs  but  they  wanted  to  build  this 
huge  plant  that  was  way  bigger  than 
it  needed  to  be,"  said  John  Borg,  a 
former  Task  Force  member  who’s 
lived  catty-comer  from  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant  for  almost  two  decades. 
"Once  generation  is  built,  the  power 
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companies  make  money  by  keeping 
those  things  running.”  In  2004,  the 
Energy  Commission  declined  to  grant 
Mirant  a license  for  its  proposed 
generating  station.  But  the  battle  to 
reduce  polluting  air  and  greenhouse 
gas  emissions  in  Southeast  San 
Francisco  wasn’t  over. 

The  362  MW  Potrero  Power  Plant 
has  been  spewing  particulate  matter,

Opera  Singing  Mom  Competes  in 
Classical  Music’s  “Arherican  Idol”

To  Heidi  Moss,  opera  singing  and 
science  are  a lot  alike.  “Both  require 
a strong  foundation  of  nitty-gritty 
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work,  but  once  you  get  into  the  lab, 
or  start  the  music,  that’s  when  magic 
happens  through  creative  leaps.”  The 
petite,  blond  Potrero  Hill  resident 
created  some  magic  when  she  became 
one  of  three  finalists  for  the  top  spot 
in  classical  radio  station  KDFC’s 
2008  Classical  Star  Search,  a kind 
of  American  Idol  meets  YouTube 
contest  where  the  winner  gets  $2,500. 
What  makes  Moss’  story  even  more 
remarkable  is  that  she’s  been  waging 
a year-long  battle  with  Bell’s  Palsy, 
a cranial  nerve  disease  that  causes 
facial  paralysis  and  disfigurement. 

A former  research  biochemist, 
Moss  is  also  a professional  opera 
singer  and  stay-at-home  mother 
of  two  girls,  Ava,  three  years-old, 
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and  Hana,  who’s  one.  She  and  her 
biophysicist  husband  Andrej  Sali 
(pronounced  “Shah-lee”)  moved 
to  Potrero  Hill  from  Manhattan 
five  years  ago.  Sali  was  recruited 
by  the  University  of  California, 
San  Francisco-Mission  Bay  from 
Rockefeller  University,  where  the  two 
met  in  neighboring  labs.  According 
to  Moss,  “Potrero  Hill  was  the  perfect 
location  for  us,  right  next  to  Mission 
Bay,  with  diverse  neighborhood 
appeal,  great  weather  and  family 
friendliness.” 

After  moving  to  San  Francisco 
Moss  “wanted  to  pursue  singing 
rather  than  go  back  to  the  lab,  since

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Some  Hill 
Residents 
Unhappy  with 
Proposed 
Muni  Route 
Changes

After  months  of  study  and  public 
input,  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Transit  Authority  (SFMTA)  recently 
released  its  suggested  changes  to 
the  City’s  public  transit  system, 
including  proposals  to  add  and 
eliminate  Southeast  San  Francisco 
routes.  If  adopted,  SFMTA ’s  Transit 
Effectiveness  Project  (TEP)  would 
trigger  the  most  comprehensive 
changes  to  San  F rancisco  Municipal 
Railway,  known  as  “Muni,”  routes  in 
a quarter-century. 

Citing  expected  population  and 
employment  growth  in  District  10 

- Dogpatch,  Potrero  Hill,  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point  and  Visitacion  Valley 

- the  TEP  recommends  reconfiguring 
service  throughout  the  area  to  improve 
connections  to  downtown,  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  and  the 
24th  Street  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
station.  For  example  the  project  calls 
for  cutting  the  53-Southern  Heights 
and  the  56-Rutland.  These  routes 
would  be  replaced  with  extensions 
of  the  12-Pacific  and  45-Union/ 
Stockton,  which  would  take  riders 
from  Potrero  Hill  to  downtown  via 
Mission  Bay.  Rather  than  looping 
around,  the  Fillmore  line  would 
stay  on  16th  Street,  ending  at  Third 
Street.  The  19  would  be  rerouted  to 
bypass  the  Hill,  and  the  33  would 
pick-up  segments  of  the  53. 

Edward  Hatter,  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House’s  Executive 
Director,  said  the  proposed 
connections  emphasize  north  and 
south  directions  at  the  expense  of 
east  and  west  coverage  and  access 
to  Civic  Center.  “They  say  [Hill]

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Publisher’s  View 
Governance

The  first  sign  that  our  institutions 
were  starting  to  weaken  occurred  in 
late  2000,  when  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  decided  which  candidate  would 
ascend  to  the  presidency.  Amidst 
accusations  of  a deeply  flawed  voting 
process  in  Florida,  and  despite  the 
fact  that  A1  Gore  won  the  election 
by  more  than  a half-million  votes, 
the  Republican-dominated  court 
put  George  W.  Bush  into  the  White 
House.  Since  that  time  our  financial 
institutions  have  been  roiled  by  the 
dot-com  crash,  which  wiped  out  $5 
trillion  in  market  value  of  technology 
companies;  the  home  mortgage 
crises,  which  blew  the  windows 
out  of  millions  of  Americans’  only 
significant  asset;  and  the  near  halving 
of  the  dollar's  value. 

Simultaneously,  the 
transportation  sector  has  been 
crushed  under  oil  prices  that  have 
almost  quadrupled,  and  an  air  transit 
system  in  which  thousands  of  flights 
have  been  cancelled  as  a result  of 
poor  aircraft  maintenance  and  airline 
bankruptcy.  Meanwhile,  our  food 
system  is  in  crises:  under  the  weight 
of  steady  population  pressures, 
fisheries  have  collapsed,  and  an 
emerging  tug-of-war  between  crops 
grown  for  fuel  versus  for  food  has 
helped  prompt  almost  a doubling  in 
prices  since  2000. 

Slower  moving  crises  also  remain 
unaddressed,  with  both  Social 
Security  and  Medicare  looking  to 
become  insolvent  well  before  the 
last  baby  boomer  is  ushered  into 
their  final  resting  place.  The  sky 
isn’t  exactly  falling,  though  it  may 
be  rapidly  warming. 

The  irony  is  that  every  one  of 
these  crises  was  avoidable.  Proper  - 
essential  - regulation  of  our  financial 
markets  would  have  signaled  to 
eager  stock  and  home  buyers  that 
something  was  amiss,  and  put  a stop 
to  ruinously  risky  lending  practices. 
The  imposition  of  higher  federal 
mileage  standards  - which  remained 
essentially  flat  for  more  than  a decade 
and  a half  - sooner  would  have  saved 
billions  of  barrels  of  oil,  reducing 


the  upward  price  pressure  on  jet 
fuels,  and  lessening  the  need  to  turn 
straw  into  fuel.  And  the  adoption 
of  transparent  and  effective  voting 
procedures  before  the  turn  of  the 
century  election  would  likely  have 
resulted  in  a different  presidency. 

Americans  have  never  been  quick 
to  address  our  national  problems.  It 
took  more  than  three-quarters  of  a 
century  to  end  slavery;  even  then  legal 
freedom  for  Blacks  was  only  granted 
after  a four  year  civil  war,  and  many 
more  decades  passed  before  women 
and  minorities  achieved  any  kind  of 
real  equality.  The  great  depression 
lasted  a decade,  and  was  only  turned 
around  by  our  entry  into  World  War 
II.  Our  nation  is  akin  to  a large, 
ocean  liner;  slow  to  pick-up  speed, 
though  once  in  motion  hard  to  stop. 
Which  also  explains  why  many  of  us 
haven’t  yet  experienced  any  crises- 
induced  pain.  The  U.S.  economy  and 
its  institutions  are  so  large  that  we 
can  coast  for  several  years,  on  a sea 
of  debt  and  hubris,  before  drifting 
to  a stop. 

Soviet-style  communism 
collapsed  under  the  weight  of  too 
much  incompetent  government. 
We’re  in  similar  danger  as  a result  of 
a much  smaller  amount  of  the  same. 
We’ve  relied  too  long  and  too  deeply 
on  capitalism  to  solve  our  problems. 
We  can’t  consume  our  way  out  of 
the  holes  we’ve  dug,  no  matter  how 
green  our  products  are  or  even  with 
a few  hundred  dollars  of  extra  cash 
borrowed  from  the  next  generation. 
Instead  we  need  to  rebuild  our 
institutions,  re-regulate  the  economy, 
and  re-call  our  brightest  minds  to 
government  service. 

Chances  are  we’ll  find  a way  out 
of  our  current  mess:  we  may  be  slow 
moving  when  it  comes  to  governance, 
but  we’re  also  smart,  dedicated,  and 
fundamentally  well-meaning.  But  we 
can’t  take  that  for  granted.  The  sky’s 
still  blue,  and  most  of  us  still  have 
jobs  and  mortgages.  It’s  the  perfect 
time  to  start  patching  our  creaky  ship 
of  state.

An  early-afternoon  shooting  at  the 
Potrero  Terrace  housing  complex 
last  month  brought  the  total  number 
of  homicides  in  the  City  to  28,  four 
more  than  the  same  time  last  year. 
Two  men  in  ski  masks  fired  at  least 
five  rounds  into  a minivan,  killing 
Fail-field  resident  Kelly  McGee,  and 
sending  the  van  into  the  perimeter 
of  the  Oscaryne  Williams  Infant  and 
Toddler  Center.  Several  children 
between  six  months  and  three  years- 
old  were  napping  at  the  center  when 
the  shooting  occurred;  fortunately 
the  incident  took  place  during  spring 
break  or  more  children  would  have 
been  playing  in  and  around  the 
facility.  Two  days  previously  a 71- 
year-old  man  was  beaten  to  death  in 
South-of-Market  as  part  of  a robbery. 
Crime  may  not  pay,  but  neither  does 
it  take  a holiday.

Choo-Choo  Train  Dumps  Dirt  into 
the  Air 

South-of-Market  residents  are  none 
too  happy  about  the  pollution  caused 
by  Caltrain’s  idling  locomotives 
as  well  as  the  plethora  of  diesel- 
powered  construction  equipment 
plying  the  area.  The  fast-growing 
neighborhood  close-by  the  Fourth 
and  King  streets  train  station  has 
recently  added  upwards  of  3,000 
residents,  as  well  as  a similar  number 
of  workers,  including  a few  hundred 
children  and  seniors.  Someday  the 
rail  line  will  be  electrified,  but  until 
that  happens  measures  need  to  be 
taken  to  clear  the  air. 

No  Place  like  Home 

After  almost  a decade  of  wrangling, 
Home  Depot  has  abandoned  its 
plans  to  site  a store  on  Bayshore 
Boulevard.  The  chain  says  their 
decision  was  prompted  by  the 
downturn  in  the  home  improvement 
market.  But  some  wonder  whether 
more  localized  challenges  killed 
the  project,  including  the  length  of 
time  it  took  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  the  expense 
associated  with  getting  anything 
through  the  City’s  planning  and 
permitting  processes;  and  San 
Francisco’s  generally  costly  business 
environment.  Now  attention  turns 
to  what  exactly  to  do  with  the  long 
derelict  Goodman’s  Lumber  site. 
How  about  a family  entertainment 
center,  complete  with  skating  rink, 
bowling  alley,  butterfly  or  bird 
sanctuary,  and  open-ended  play 
spaces? 


state’s  almonds,  avocados,  and 
berries,  among  other  crops,  is  facing 
hard  times,  with  domesticated 
honeybee  colonies  suffering  a 35 
percent  decline  last  winter.  The 
Great  Sunflower  Project  will  “use 
information  collected  by  the  general 
public  to  produce  the  first  real  map 
of  the  state  of  bees  in  the  continental 
United  States,"  said  LeBuhn.  “We’ll 
do  this  by  giving  sunflower  seeds  to 
as  many  people  as  we  can  and  having 
them  keep  records  of  the  numbers 
and  kinds  of  bees  attracted."  Bee 
watchers  will  need  to  spend  a half- 
hour,  twice  a month,  recording  their 
observations,  and  will  receive  a 
kit  containing  forms  for  reporting 
on  bees,  a guide  to  gardening  for 
pollinators,  educational  materials, 
and  a packet  of  sunflower  seeds.  If

There  Will  Be  Giants 
The  San  Francisco  Giants  celebrated 
their  half-century  anniversary  on 
April  15.  On  that  hallowed  day, 
otherwise  famous  for  more  taxing 
reasons,  the  team  played  its  first  game 
at  Seal  Stadium  on  16th  and  Bryant 
streets,  moving  to  Candlestick  Park 
two  years  later.  Management  says 
that  this  year’s  team  is  younger,  faster, 
and  more  energetic,  with  no  one  over 
30  years-old  on  the  starting  rotation. 
That  may  be  true,  but  it’s  unlikely 
that  the  Giants  will  be  disrupting 
their  two  decade  World  Series-free 
record  anytime  soon... In  other  giant 
news,  Treasure  Island  developer 
Kenwood  Investments  scored  slightly 
higher  than  the  Giants  and  their 
partners  in  the  Citizen  Advisory  Task 
Force  review  of  proposals  to  make- 
over the  16-acre  Seawall  Lot  337. 
Two  other  teams,  led  by  Build,  Inc. 
and  Federal  Development,  received 
far  lower  scores.  The  rating  criteria 
included  suggested  land  use  patterns 
and  design  features,  open  space,  and 
the  development  team’s  financial 
capacity.  Kenwood  Investments’ 
proposal  focuses  on  using  the  site  as 
an  art  destination,  while  the  Giants 
are  pitching  an  entertainment  center 
that  would  include  a 5,000  seat  music 
hall  and  five  acre  park.  The  two  top 
teams  will  now  submit  their  final 
proposals  to  develop  the  property, 
which  the  port  hopes  will  generate  $8 
million  annually  in  lease  payments.

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Community  Chimes  in  on  University  of  California, 
San  Francisco-Mission  Bay  Expansion

The  neighborhoods  surrounding 
the  new  University  of  California, 
San  Francisco  (UCSF)  Mission  Bay 
campus  are  beginning  to  see  the 
spillover  effects  of  being  located  next 
door  to  a major  research  university. 
UCSF  is  planning  to  build  an  869,000- 
plus  square  foot  hospital  just  south  of 
its  new  Mission  Bay  campus  on  16th 
Street.  In  addition,  the  University 
recently  purchased  a building  at  654 
Minnesota  Street,  and  will  likely 
open  another  facility  in  the  old 
Copenhagen  Furniture  building  on 
Third  Street.  The  289-bed  hospital, 
expected  to  be  completed  by  early 
2014,  will  serve  children,  women  and 
cancer  patients.  Its  plans  include 
a helipad  and  parking  structures. 
Proposals  for  more  research  and 
health  care  facilities  are  likely  to 
emerge  as  the  campus  and  hospital 
develop. 

The  Mission  Bay  Community  Task 
Force  recently  completed  a year-long 
effort  to  identify  community  issues 
and  develop  planning  principles  to 
manage  the  impact  of  the  University’s 
development  on  the  Dogpatch, 
Potrero  Hill  and  South-of-Market 
communities.  The  Task  Force  is 
an  advisory  group  that  consists  of 
representatives  from  a variety  of 
neighborhood,  civic,  and  ethnic 
groups,  with  community  residents 
serving  alongside  San  Francisco 
Planning  Department  and  Port 
representatives.  Over  the  course  of  a 
year  the  25-member  Task  Force  held 
eight  meetings  and  two  community 
workshops,  culminating  with  the 
March  release  of  Project  Summary 
Report  and  Planning  Principles. 

The  Task  Force  process  enabled 
community  members  to  voice  their 
concerns  about  UCSF’s  off-campus 
development  in  the  surrounding 
neighborhoods,  according  to  Barbara 
Bagot-Lopez,  UCSF’s  Associate 
Director  of  Community  Relations. 
The  University’s  purchase  of  the 
Minnesota  Street  building,  in  the 
middle  of  Dogpatch  - quickly  followed 
by  its  decision  to  open  a children’s 
mental  health  center  services  on  Third 
Street  - alarmed  nearby  residents, 
who  were  worried  about  how  far 
the  university  was  going  to  expand 
beyond  its  campus  boundaries,  and 
the  impacts  their  facilities  would 
have  on  the  neighborhood.  Task 
Force  member  Jim  Meko,  from  the 
SOMA  Leadership  Council  explained, 
“They  were  beginning  to  exercise  a 
heavy  hand  and  the  process  was  long 
overdue.” 

The  Task  Force  initially  developed 
a “Community  Issues  Summary,” 
which  served  as  the  basis  for  the 
Planning  Principles.  A wide  range 
of  topics  were  considered,  including 
building  design,  housing,  public 
amenities  and  transportation.  A 
central  land  use  issue  Task  Force 
members  grappled  with  was  whether 
the  off-campus  facilities  would 
crowd-out  other  existing  land  uses 
in  the  adjacent  neighborhoods. 


However,  a UCSF-sponsored 
economic  study  found  that  Mission 
Bay  and  the  surrounding  area 
would  have  sufficient  capacity  to 
accommodate  both  university-related 
activities  and  other  land  uses. 

The  Task  Force  was  concerned 
about  the  University's  exemption 
from  local  land  use  and  zoning  policies 
and  plans.  The  Planning  Principles 
attempt  to  address  this  issue  by 
stating  that,  “UCSF  will  endeavor 
to  be  consistent  with  applicable 
land  use  plans  and  mitigation 
approaches  where  consistent  with 
U.C.  policy,  while  respecting  specific 
neighborhood  plans  and  concerns.” 
According  to  Task  Force  member 
Corrine  Woods,  “U.C.  is  not  bound 
by  zoning  and  they  are  essentially  the 
800-pound  gorilla  so  that  the  fact  that 
they  heard  us  and  that  they  agreed  to 
abide  by  the  neighborhood’s  rules 
was  enough.” 

Task  Force  members  also  discussed 
the  fact  that  the  University,  as  a 
government  agency,  is  exempt  from 
property  taxes.  Community  members 
called  for  UCSF  to  contribute  to  the 
development  and  maintenance  of 
housing,  amenities,  transportation, 
infrastructure  and  open  space. 
The  Planning  Principles  state  that 
neighborhood  impacts  resulting 
from  the  University’s  development 
will  be  addressed  with  “cushioning 
actions,”  typically  in  the  form  of 
physical  improvements  to  open  space 
facilities  or  enhanced  street  lighting. 
There  were  also  concerns  about 
the  impact  the  University’s  growth 
would  have  on  the  local  housing 
market;  the  Planning  Principles 
include  a commitment  to  developing 
affordable  housing  for  faculty,  staff 
and  students.  They  also  reiterate 
the  University’s  current  policy  of 
not  converting  existing  residential 
property  to  non-residential  uses. 

The  Task  Force’s  work  created  the 
“Community  Issues  and  Opportunities 
Map,”  which  shows  that  part  of 
17th  Street  in  lower  Potrero  Hill 
and  almost  all  of  Dogpatch  are 
designated  as  “Areas  of  Greatest 
Community  Sensitivity.”  Keith 
Goldstein,  President  of  the  Potrero 
Hill  Association  of  Merchants  and 
Businesses,  explained  that  the  Task 
Force  was  able  to  get  the  University 
to  agree  not  to  acquire  property 
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along  17th  Street  in  an  effort  to 
keep  that  area  free  of  medical  offices 
and  laboratories.  The  Association 
hopes  that  the  street  will  become  a 
neighborhood-serving  commercial 
corridor. 

The  map  also  identifies  several 
blocks  of  SOMA  between  Harrison 
and  Townsend  streets  as  a “Potential 
R&D  Development  Area.”  Meko 
explained  that  the  area  is  zoned  for 
small  businesses  and  light  industry, 
and  remains  that  way  under  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Community 
Planning  Process  proposals.  “Biotech 
could  be  permitted  in  that  area  under 
the  least  objectionable  level,  but 
there  would  not  be  a lot  of  room  for 
its  expansion.”  Housing  will  likely 
not  be  permitted  in  that  area  under 
proposed  zoning  policies. 

The  map  is  part  of  the  Planning 
Principles,  which  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  University’s 
Long  Range  Development  Plan. 
Goldstein  said  that  he  was  pleased 
with  the  Task  Force  process,  but 
remarked,  “My  only  fear  is  that 
when  it  gets  to  the  next  level,  then 
the  [University]  Regents  will  not  be 
able  to  follow  through. ” He  added,  “I 
hope  the  implementation  lives  up  to 
the  planning  principles.” 

According  to  Bagot-Lopez,  the 
University  is  committed  to  enforcing 
the  Planning  Principles  since  the 
Chancellor  signed  off  on  the  report. 


Bagot-Lopez  said  that  the  Task 
Force  resulted  in  “a  lot  of  solid 
dialogue  between  the  University  and 
the  community.  The  process  was 
important  and  the  end  result  was 
extremely  valuable.” 

Some  community  members  are 
supportive  of  additional  UCSF 
development,  especially  families 
that  can  benefit  from  the  hospital’s 
services.  According  to  De  Haro  Street 
resident  Maria  Wilson,  “I  am  excited 
about  the  new  hospital.  I am  a big 
fan  of  the  UCSF  Parnassus  hospital, 
having  had  both  my  kids  there.  I 
think  that  UCSF  offers  excellent 
women’s  and  children’s  health  care, 
so  I am  pleased  to  see  them  expand  in 
women’s  and  children’s  health.  They 
are  also  already  known  for  world  class 
cancer  care,  and  groundbreaking 
cancer  research,  so  another  cancer 
hospital  seems  like  a benefit  to  our 
community.”

University  of  California,  San 
Francisco-Mission  Bay  Releases 
Noise  Data  for  Proposed  Helipad

As  part  of  its  draft  Environmental 
Impact  Report  (EIR)  for  its  Mission 
Bay  medical  center,  last  month 
the  University  of  California,  San 
Francisco  (UCSF)  released  a noise 
analysis  of  its  hotly  contested 
helipad,  which  is  proposed  to  be 
located  at  16th  and  Third  streets. 
The  report  found  that  the  facility 
would  meet  state  and  federal  land  use 
requirements  based  on  noise  models 
derived  from  last  year’s  helicopter 
test  flights.  Dogpatch  and  Mission 
Bay  residents,  however,  questioned 
the  report’s  findings. 

The  Helicopter  Noise  Report, 
issued  by  Harris  Miller  Miller  & 
Hanson  Inc.  (HMMH),  concluded 
that  the  proposed  helicopter  flights 
would  not  add  to  the  24-hour  noise 
exposure  in  nearby  residential 
areas.  Additionally,  it  found  that 
no  residential  property  outside  the 
UCSF  Mission  Bay  campus  would 
be  exposed  to  a community  noise 
equivalent  (CNEL)  of  greater  than 
65  decibels,  which  is  the  state  and 
federal  standard  for  compatible  land 
use.  The  results  were  based  on  a noise 
model  that  takes  a sound  reading  of  a 
singular  event,  measured  in  loudness 
and  duration,  and  extrapolates  it  to 
a 24-hour  period. 

The  Helicopter  Noise  Report 
determined  noise  exposure  levels 
for  nearby  areas  based  on  a variety 
of  factors,  including  the  time  of 
day,  helicopter  type,  and  potential 
windshield.  The  report  drew  its 
baseline  measurements  last  year, 
when  six  sound  monitors  were  set- 
up across  Potrero  Hill,  Mission 
Bay,  and  South-of-Market  for  a 
weeklong  period.  These  sound 
monitors,  plus  two  extras  placed 
near  the  proposed  helipad  site, 
recorded  sound  signatures  during 
four  simulated  helicopter  take-off 
and  landings,  the  mix  of  which  were 
intended  to  account  for  prevailing 
wind  patterns. 

UCSF  has  estimated  that  there 
will  be  1.4  helicopter  transports  a 
day  — 2.8  including  both  take-off 
and  landing— for  children  with  life- 
threatening  illnesses.  Roughly  two- 
thirds  of  the  flights  are  expected  to 
occur  between  7 a.m.  and  7 p.m.;  one- 
sixth  between  7 a.m.  and  10  p.m.;  and 
approximately  one-quarter  between 
10  p.m.  and  7 a.m.. 

HMMH  determined  that 
somewhat  less  than  10  percent  of 
the  area’s  population  may  experience 
sleep  disturbance  as  a result  of 
helicopter  nighttime  flights,  though 
the  majority  of  residential  areas 
will  experience  less  than  five 
percent  sleep  disturbance.  There 
are  no  federal  or  state  guidelines 
for  mitigating  sleep  disturbance 
impacts,  nor  is  there  a universally 
accepted  method  for  determining 


such  measurements.  HMMH  also 
concluded  that  helicopter-induced 
speech  interference  would  be  limited 
to  less  than  five  minutes  on  a busy  day, 
and  less  than  one  minute  per  event. 
The  most  impacted  neighborhood 
would  depend  on  the  helicopter  type 
used  and  the  windshield,  according 
to  the  study. 

At  a community  meeting  held 
last  month  residents  voiced  a mixed 
bag  of  concerns.  Helipad  opponents 
questioned  the  accuracy  of  the 
Integration  Noise  Model,  which  is 
required  by  the  government  based 
on  CNEL  readings.  One  meeting 
attendee  felt  that  the  measurement 
method  was  “weird;”  others  called 
it  conservative  and  obtuse.  Another 
resident  asked  whether  UCSF  had 
considered  the  impact  of  the  sound 
signature  on  hospital  patients— which 
would  fall  within  the  65  decibel  CNEL 
contour— while  another  wondered  to 
what  extent  atmospheric  conditions 
and  wind  anomalies  were  factored 
into  the  data. 

Data  for  the  single  event  noise 
exposure,  which  measures  loudness 
and  duration  for  one  event,  is  also 
presented  in  the  report.  The  data 
measures  both  A-  and  C-frequencies 
for  all  nearby  neighborhoods. 
And  the  draft  EIR  provides  a “no 
helipad  alternative”  as  part  of  its 
analysis.  The  report’s  conclusions, 
however,  focused  solely  on  CNEL 
measurements. 

HMMH  recommended  a “Fly 
Quiet  Program,”  in  which  pilots 
would  be  consulted  to  develop  the 
quietest  flight  paths.  They  also 
recommended  that  UCSF  keep  a 
detailed  flight  log  for  public  review, 
and  suggested  that  the  University 
work  with  aviation  companies 
to  phase-out  use  of  noisier,  older 
helicopters. 

UCSF  had  already  identified  the 
concessions  it’s  willing  to  make  before 
the  draft  EIR  was  released.  The 
hospital  has  dismissed  alternative 
landing  sites  — such  as  placing  the 
pad  at  16th  Street,  on  Port  lands;  or 
on  the  hospital’s  north  side— because 
these  locations  would  require  a 
secondary  transfer,  prompting  more 
risks  to  patients.  At  the  proposed 
site,  a patient  will  land  on-site,  be 
removed  to  a gurney,  and  transported 
inside  the  hospital  within  seven 
minutes  or  less. 

UCSF  has  committed  to  keeping 
a record  of  transport  providers, 
helicopter  type,  arrival  and  departure 
times,  and  departure  flight  paths. 
The  Helicopter  Noise  Report  can 
be  found  in  its  entirety  at  www.

RelatedDocs.html.  Barbara  Bagot- 
Lopez,  UCSF’s  Associate  Director 
of  Community  Relations,  plans  to 
hold  a press  conference  to  address 
hot-button  helipad  issues  at  a yet- 
to-be-determined  date.

Gets  a Facelift

The  basketball  court  outside  the 
Omega  Boys  Club  at  1060  Tennessee 
Street  consisted  of  an  unused  corner 
of  the  parking  lot.  The  asphalt  was 
cracked  and  the  surface  was  sandy. 
A single  hoop  hung  limply  off  the 
splintered  remains  of  a backboard. 
But  all  that  changed  last  month 
when  Golden  State  Warriors  guard/ 
forward  Stephen  Jackson  unveiled 
a new,  state-of-the-art  court  for  the 
youth  center. 

The  court  now  features  a 
two-toned  green  surface,  all  new 
backboards,  hoops  and  poles,  and 
surrounding  fence.  The  renovations 
were  funded  by  Jackson  and  the 
Good  Tidings  Foundation,  a group 
that  has  teamed  up  with  the  Warriors 
to  provide  new  courts  for  local  youth. 
The  Omega  refurbishment  is  the 
30th  court  to  be  transformed  by  the 
foundation.

Newsom 
acknowledged  Jackson  for  his  role  as 
“a  community  ambassador  dedicated 
to  empowering  youth  and  encouraging 
them  to  be  educated,  responsible,  and 
reach  their  highest  potential.” 

The  court  is  open  to  the  public. 
Soares  hopes  it  will  help  continue  to 
foster  the  sense  of  community  that 
both  Jackson  and  the  Omega  Boys 
Club  have  worked  to  create.

Going  to  War

Fear  caught  up  with  me  a little 
while  back.  Not  sure  how,  not  sure 
when.  But  I’m  in  touch  with  the 
emotion  now.  The  trigger  could  have 
been  the  periodic  sound  of  distant 
artillery,  or  the  numerous  close  calls. 
Maybe  it  was  traveling  in  a convoy 
when  another  vehicle  was  hit;  or 
when  a soldier  just  a couple  of  guys 
away  from  me  was  shot  in  the  neck 
by  a sniper. 

On  my  240th  day  in  Iraq  I no 
longer  fought  fear,  but  gave  into 
it.  I decided,  in  a conceptual  but 
quite  emotionally  comprehensive 
way,  that  I’m  already  dead.  With 
that  acceptance  I’ve  taken  away  the 
enemies  only  hold  over  me:  fear.  If 
the  enemy  wants  me  dead  there’s 
nothing  I can  do  about  it.  I will  not 
be  held  captive  on  base,  kept  from 
negotiations,  or  from  advocating  for 
an  Iraqi  future  that’s  no  different 
from  my  own. 

I’m  already  dead.  Feels  strange 
to  think  it,  sounds  strange  to  say 
it.  but  it  has  a calming  effect.  It's 
summoned  a bravery,  courage  and 
a resolve  in  me  that  I didn’t  know 
I had. 

The  desert  has  spoken  to  me 
as  with  so  many  before  who  have 
survived  its  ravages  or  succumbed  to 
its  limitlessness.  And  its  message  is 

The  old  saying 
"an  army  travels 
on  its  stomach" 
might  be  more 
aptly  updated  to 
"an  army  travels 
well-caffienated." 

Mudhouse  may

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Contemporary  Jewish  Museum

Opening  next  month,  the 
Contemporary  Jewish  Museum 
is  a dramatic  addition  to  South- 
of-Market,  and  one  of  the  last 
pieces  of  the  City’s  decades-long 
redevelopment  of  Yerba  Buena.  The 
Museum,  which  was  designed  by 
internationally-renowned  architect 
Daniel  Libeskind,  imaginatively 
incorporates  reuse  of  the  landmark 
Jessie  Street  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  substation,  which  played  a 
key  role  in  restoring  electricity  to  San 
Francisco  after  the  1906  earthquake 
and  fire. 

The  Museum  builds  on  the 
substation  as  a metaphor  of  the 
relationship  between  the  energy 
of  light  to  art,  life  and  creativity 
by  adding  a cubic  extension  clad 
in  reflective  blue  steel  panels.  The 
dynamic  building  reflects  a symbolic 
intersection  of  Chet  and  Yud,  the 
two  letters  that  make  up  the  Hebrew 
word  Chaim  (life).  The  Museum’s 
entrance  features  a spacious  grand 
lobby,  where  visitors  are  greeted  by 
the  “PaRDeS”  wall,  an  architectural 
installation  that's  both  a Hebrew 
acronym  for  fortune  and  a reference 
to  the  traditional  Talmudic  practice 
of  discovering  four  levels  of  meaning 
within  every  text:  literal,  allegorical, 
personal,  and  mystical.  At  the 
lobby’s  eastern  end  the  Museum 
cafe  spills  out  onto  the  Jessie  street 
plaza;  to  the  west  the  2,000  square- 
foot  retail  store  offers  contemporary 
Judaica,  the  proceeds  of  which 
support  the  Museum’s  exhibitions 
and  educational  programs. 

Since  its  founding  in  1984,  the 
Museum  has  established  a reputation 
for  presenting  contemporary 
perspectives  on  Jewish  culture,  history, 
art  and  ideas.  The  new  building’s 
three  galleries  provide  an  opportunity 
for  enhanced  programming:  original 
exhibitions,  traveling  exhibitions 


and  international  collaborations. 
The  Museum’s  first  exhibition,  In 
the  Beginning:  Artists  Respond  to 
Genesis,  includes  commissioned 
pieces  by  seven  artists  who  engage 
in  a dialogue  about  historical 
representations  of  the  story  of 
creation. 

Inaugurating  the  special  events 
gallery  - with  its  soaring  65- 
foot  ceiling,  angular  walls,  and 
36  diamond-shaped  windows  - is 
the  sound  installation,  John  Zorn 
Presents  the  Aleph-Bet  Project. 
Zorn,  a highly  acclaimed  musician, 
has  commissioned  sound  pieces  based 
on  letters  of  the  Hebrew  alphabet 
from  other  artists. 

From  the  New  Yorker  to  Shrek: 
the  Art  of  William  Steig,  featuring 
nearly  200  of  Steig’s  drawings, 
including  New  Yorker  cartoons  and 
illustrations  from  his  1990  picture 
book  Shrek!  (“fear"  in  Yiddish), 
opens  this  fall.  Also  opening  in  the 
fall  is  Warhol’s  Jews:  Ten  Portraits 
Reconsidered,  a reappraisal  of  the 
iconic  artist’s  1980  silkscreen  series, 
Ten  Portraits  of  Jews  of  the  Twentieth 
Century,  seen  on  the  West  Coast  for 
the  first  time. 

Seminar  and  activity  rooms 
located  in  the  center  of  the  Museum 
can  accommodate  educational 
programs  for  students,  teachers, 
families  and  artists.  A multipurpose 
room  with  state-of-the-art  acoustics 
and  a retractable  seating  system 
will  host  lectures,  screenings,  and 
theatrical  performances. 

Taking  its  place  alongside  San 
Francisco’s  innovative  architectural 
gems,  including  Herzog  & de  Meuron’s 
De  Young  Museum  and  Mario  Botta’s 
SFMOMA,  the  Contemporary  Jewish 
Museum  is  an  exciting  addition  to  the 
City’s  museum  offerings.

volatile  organic  compounds,  NOx, 
and  sulfur  dioxides  in  Southeast  San 
Francisco  for  43  years,  contributing 
to  the  highest  number  of  asthma 
hospitalizations  in  the  City,  according 
to  the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Health.  The  plant  consists  of 
Unit  Three  - which  runs  on  natural 
gas  and  can  produce  206  MW  - and 
three  diesel  peakers,  each  of  which 
can  generate  52  MW.  The  diesels 
are  responsible  for  60  percent  of  the 
plant’s  emissions,  but  run  only  three 
percent  of  the  time.  The  plant’s  once- 
through  cooling  system  sucks  in  Bay 
water  and  dumps  it  back  out  at  high 
temperatures,  killing  millions  of 
larval  fish  in  the  process,  and  stirring 
up  cancer-causing  PCBs  and  mercury 
lodged  in  the  sediment. 

In  2002,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopted  the  San  Francisco  Electricity 
Resource  Plan,  which  called  for 
closure  of  both  the  Hunters  Point 
and  Potrero  Power  Plants  if  they 
could  be  replaced  with  other  energy 
sources  and  management  programs. 
The  following  year  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utility  Commission  (SFPUC) 
revealed  plans  to  site  four  natural 
gas-fired  combustion  turbines  - 
known  as  CTs  - as  a way  to  replace 
the  power  generated  by  the  Hunters 
Point  Power  Plant.  The  City  obtained 
the  CTs  from  the  state  as  part  of  a 
settlement  with  Kentucky-based 
Williams  Companies,  Inc.,  for  cheating 
California  ratepayers  during  the 
tum-of-the-century  energy  crisis. 

The  California  Independent 
System  Operator  (Cal-ISO)  - a quasi- 
governmental  agency  responsible 
for  ensuring  statewide  electricity 
reliability  - demanded  that  at  least 
three  of  the  CTs  be  sited  within 
San  Francisco.  And  the  California 
Department  of  Water  Resources, 
which  would  hold  the  contract  for 
CT-generated  power,  urged  the  City 
to  complete  the  siting  process  as 
soon  as  possible.  In  response  to  these 
pressures  District  10  Supervisor 
Sophie  Maxwell  and  the  SFPUC 
supported  construction  of  three  CTs  in 
Dogpatch,  alarming  many  community 
members.  Borg,  who  regularly 
attended  community  meetings 
regarding  the  CTs,  said  Southeast 
San  Francisco  residents  couldn’t 
believe  that  the  City  was  going  to 
put  more  fossil  fuel  plants  in  San 
Francisco’s  most  environmentally- 
impacted  community,  after  years  of 
fighting  to  shut-down  the  Hunters 
Point  and  Potrero  plants.  Save 
Potrero  Air  Now  was  organized  to 
advocate  for  the  closure  of  both 
existing  power  plants  before  any 
new  significant  polluting  activities 
could  be  sited  in  the  area.  In  2004  the 
Task  Force  convinced  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  agree  to  the  CTs  only 
if  Cal-ISO  committed  to  closing  the 
Potrero  Power  Plant  by  2009. 

However,  according  to  Bay  Area 
Air  Quality  Management  District 
Engineering  Manager,  Barry  Young, 
Potrero’s  diesel  units  will  have  to  be 
closed  in  2009  in  any  event  because 
of  a 2006  federal  regulation  that 
limits  emissions  from  non-gaseous 
fired  turbines.  And  the  CTs  may  not 
be  significantly  less  polluting  than 


Potrero  Unit  Three.  “Emission  factors 
are  basically  the  same  for  the  [CTs] 
and  for  Unit  Three,”  said  Young.  “I 
would  say  the  [Unit  Three’s]  natural 
gas  fired  boiler,  controlled  with  SCR 
[selective  catalytic  reduction],  is  a 
similar  public  health  concern  as  the 
new  gas  turbines.  ” Likewise,  the  San 
Francisco  Regional  Water  Board  is 
requiring  that  Mirant  demonstrate 
that  the  plant’s  once-through- 
cooling  system  isn’t  polluting  the 
Bay,  to  upgrade,  or  to  close  down 
by  December  2008.  "They  may 
get  a temporary  waiver  allowing 
them  to  continue  until  [the  CTs]  are 
completed,”  said  SFPUC  Project 
Manager  Karen  Kubick. 

Many  Southeast  San  Francisco 
residents  remain  opposed  to  the 
CTs,  especially  with  the  addition 
of  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  to  the  City’s 
energy  infrastructure.  The  55-mile 
long  transmission  line,  which  will 
be  capable  of  conveying  400  MW, 
will  run  from  a substation  in  the 
City  of  Pittsburg  - also  owned  by 
Mirant  Company  - to  Dogpatch. 
The  Trans  Bay  Cable  is  scheduled 
to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  2009. 
Cable  operation  could  result  in 
substantial  increases  in  polluting  air 
and  greenhouse  gas  emissions  in  the 
East  Bay,  where  the  region’s  largest 
power  plant  complex  - and,  at  54 
years,  one  of  the  oldest  - is  capable 
of  generating  2,000  MW. 

Task  Force  member  Steven  Moss 
voted  in  favor  of  the  CTs  as  the  most 
expeditious  way  of  closing  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant.  But  that  was  before 
the  Trans  Bay  Cable,  which  Moss 
opposed,  received  its  final  approvals. 
"Cal-ISO’s  biggest  PR  threat  is  that 
without  the  CTs  or  the  Potrero  Power 
Plant,  San  Francisco  could  face 
electrical  outages,”  said  Moss,  who 
also  serves  as  the  Executive  Director 
of  San  Francisco  Community  Power, 
and  is  the  View's  publisher.  “But, 
with  the  Trans  Bay  Cable,  combined 
with  ongoing  efforts  to  increase 
adoption  of  energy  efficiency,  demand 
response,  and  solar,  the  available 
evidence  would  seem  to  suggest  that 
the  threat  of  outages  is  quite  low, 
even  without  much,  if  any,  in-City 
generation.”  Last  year  SF  Power 
admonished  SFPUC  “that  before 
long  Southeast  San  Francisco  may  be 
left  with  the  worst  possible  outcome: 
the  Trans  Bay  Cable,  the  CTs,  and 
the  Potrero  Power  Plant  will  operate 
simultaneously.” 

Eric  Brooks,  a campaign 
coordinator  for  the  Green  Party 
Sustainability  Working  Group, 
agreed  with  Moss.  According  to 
Brooks,  if  the  CTs  are  approved 
ratepayers  will  pay  $223  million  that 
could  otherwise  have  been  invested 
in  renewables.  “Cal-ISO  refuses 
to  recognize  renewable  energy  and 
efficiency,”  said  Brooks.  “They  say 
solar  is  not  on  all  the  time,  but  the 
really  hot  days  when  we  would 
actually  need  in-City  generation  are 
on  the  days  when  the  sun  is  out.  And 
efficiency  gets  rid  of  demand,  reducing 
the  need  for  a power  plant.” 

Attorney  Joshua  Arce  of  Brightline 
Defense  Project  - which  filed  a 
lawsuit  last  year  against  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency 
alleging  that  CT  development  would 
violate  greenhouse  gas  regulations 


under  the  Clean  Air  Act  - claims 
that  Cal-ISO  spokesman  Gregg 
Fishman  stated  that  with  the  Trans 
Bay  Cable,  the  CTs  would  not  be 
necessary  to  ensure  San  Francisco’s 
electric  reliability.  In  an  article  in 
Engineering  News  Record,  Fishman 
noted  that  “The  Trans  Bay  Cable 
project  will  eliminate  at  least  some  of 
the  need  for  local  generation.” 

“There  was  hope  on  the  public’s 
side  that  we  could  come  up  with  an 
alternative  but  the  path  is  determined 
by  Cal-ISO,”  Kubick  said,  “We’ve 
asked  Cal-ISO  on  numerous  occasions 
about  minimum  capacity  - if  we  really 
need  four  turbines  - and  they  said 
‘yes’.”  According  to  the  San  Francisco 
Examiner,  Cal-ISO  spokeswoman 
Stephanie  McCorkle  claims  that  the 
City  never  formally  proposed  any 
plans  other  than  the  CTs  to  shut  down 
the  Potrero  Power  Plant.  “Cal-ISO 
will  point  at  SFPUC  and  say,  ‘it’s  up 
to  them,’  and  SFPUC  will  blame  Cal- 
ISO.  They’ve  been  doing  it  for  years,” 
said  Eric  Brooks. 

A half-decade  after  the  City 
obtained  the  CTs  the  turbines  remain 
stored  in  an  out-of-state  warehouse. 
An  agreement  with  J-Power  USA 
to  develop  the  project  fell  through 
late  last  year.  Last  month  SFPUC 
presented  a proposal  for  the  CTs  to  be 
sited  by  Cleveland-based  Independent 
Construction  Company.  According  to 
Kubick,  the  new  agreement  is  less 


expensive  and  provides  more  benefits 
to  San  Francisco.  The  agreement  is 
currently  being  considered  by  the 
Mayor,  and  will  likely  be  voted  on 
at  a May  5 Board  of  Supervisor’s 
meeting. 

In  response  Supervisor  Michela 
Alioto-Pier  introduced  a resolution 
that  calls  for  an  analysis  of  the 
need  for  the  CTs  - as  well  as  an 
update  of  the  Electricity  Resource 
Plan  - in  light  of  the  Trans  Bay 
Cable  and  implementation  of 
energy  management  programs;  and 
Supervisors  Chris  Daly  and  Ross 
Mirkarimi  introduced  an  amendment 
requiring  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  be 
shut-down  before  the  CTs  become 
operational.  But  Supervisor  Sophie 
Maxwell,  who  strongly  supports  the 
CTs  as  essential  to  closing  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant,  may  have  effectively 
killed  the  resolution  by  referring 
it  to  the  Land  Use  and  Economic 
Development  Committee,  of  which 
Maxwell,  Gerardo  Sandoval  and 
Aaron  Peskin  are  members.  As  of  this 
writing  it  seems  likely  that  the  Board 
will  endorse  the  CT  project. 

“A  concerted  effort  from  San 
Francisco’s  political  elders  would 
pretty  much  dictate  an  outcome,  no 
matter  what  Cal-ISO  currently  says,” 
said  Moss.  “After  all,  it  was  the  City 
that  originally  brokered  the  deal  for 
the  combustion  turbines  in  the  first 
place.”

ridership  on  the  19  is  not  all  that 
big,  but  we  beg  to  differ,"  he  said. 
"Disadvantaged  people  in  low- 
income  housing  have  no  access  to  the 
center  of  government.” 

In  Southeast  San  Francisco 
the  proposed  12  could  take  two 
routes.  Under  Proposal  12  A the  line 
would  start  at  Galvez  Avenue  and 
take  Evans  Avenue  to  Potrero  Hill. 
Proposal  12B  would  start  the  line  at 
Third  Street  and  Palou  Avenue  and 
follow  JeiTold  Avenue  to  Potrero  Hill. 
Under  both  proposals  the  12  would 
travel  through  Dakota,  Wisconsin, 
and  Connecticut  streets,  pass  through 
Mission  Bay  to  Montgomery  Street, 
and  then  takes  riders  into  Pacific 
Heights.  The  line  would  run  every 
seven  and  a half  minutes  north  of 
Division  Street,  and  every  15  minutes 
to  and  from  the  south. 

The  45  would  also  run,  via  De 
Haro  and  Rhode  Island  streets, 
through  Mission  Bay  and  hit  Powell 
before  continuing  on  to  Cow  Hollow. 
Its  southern  portion  would  end  at 
24th  and  Hampshire  streets,  near 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital.  The 
route  would  run  every  10  minutes, 
and  would  require  installation  of 
overhead  wires  for  the  electric  trolley 
bus.  The  9-San  Bruno  would  be 
rerouted  to  cover  the  lower  portion 
of  the  Hill. 

In  a March  meeting  with  two 
SFMTA  planners,  Hatter  and  five 
other  Hill  activists  insisted  that  the 
community  wasn't  interested  in  the 
proposed  Mission  Bay  connections, 
and  preferred  more  Muni  coverage 
of  the  18th  Street  commercial  strip. 
The  activists  suggested  keeping  the 
53  line  and  extending  its  route  to  3rd 
street  to  replace  the  loss  of  the  22  line 
without  the  need  for  the  33.  They 
also  pointed  out  that  Hill  residents 
have  been  advocating  for  increased 
under-grounding  of  utility  wires  for 


some  time,  and  they’d  prefer  not  to 
see  new  lines  going  up. 

The  SFMTA  planners  agreed 
to  investigate  what  appeared  to  be 
low  ridership  on  the  53,  this  time 
using  sensor  counters  rather  than 
relying  on  the  farebox.  Though  they 
argued  that  the  new  routes  would 
come  within  a block  of  the  53 ’s  old 
path,  the  activists  pointed  out  that 
Potrero’s  steep  hill  can  make  even 
a block  distance  significant  for  the 
elderly  and  families  with  small 
children. 

Muni  serves  roughly  668,000 
people  on  a typical  weekday,  with 
six  corridors  accounting  for  half 
of  its  ridership:  Van  Ness,  Geary, 
Stockton,  Potrero/San  Bruno,  Third 
Street  and  California.  About  60 
percent  of  boardings  occur  northeast 
of  24th  and  Divisadero  streets.  Over 
the  past  decade  the  transit  agency 
has  experienced  a 10  percent  drop  in 
on-time  service,  with  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  Muni’s  buses  meeting  their 
schedule  and  an  average  bus  speed 
of  just  five  miles  an  hour,  the  lowest 
in  the  nation. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  its 
performance,  and  in  the  wake  of 
periodic  hiring  freezes  over  the 
past  several  years,  in  January  Muni 
hired  22  new  fare  inspectors,  and 
has  started  hiring  more  schedulers, 
mechanics  and  drivers.  The  most 
recent  training  course  for  drivers 
had  double  the  number  of  students 
- 30  - than  previous  classes,  but  the 
agency  is  still  short  of  filling  150  open 
positions  for  drivers. 

Muni  recently  hired  assistant 
supervisors  to  free-up  time  for 
supervisors  to  develop  better 
relations  with  drivers,  more  closely 
examine  absenteeism  and  follow-up 
on  customer  complaints.  Schedulers 
and  supervisors  will  soon  be  able  to 
use  NextMuni  to  track  buses,  with 
the  hope  that  increased  monitoring 
will  lead  to  better  service. 


Muni  is  also  advocating  for 
preferential  treatment  at  traffic 
signals,  in  which  a transponder  on  a 
bus  would  communicate  with  traffic 
lights  on  major  routes,  allowing 
the  bus  to  pass  through  before 
the  light  turns  red.  Some  buses 
will  be  outfitted  with  cameras  to 
automatically  ticket  double-parkers, 


The  TEP  won’t  go  into  effect 
until  July  2009,  with  additional 
public  comment,  as  well  as  an 
environmental  impact  review, 
scheduled  before  then.  To  view 
TEP  details  visit  www.sftep.com/ 
docs,  which  provides  three  ways 
to  examine  the  proposed  changes: 
by  the  entire  system,  by  district 
and  by  individual  line.  A district 
and  individual  line  perspective 
helps  clarify  the  reasoning  behind 
specific  proposed  changes. 

The  TEP  classifies  Muni  lines 
into  four  categories:  a 24-hour 
Rapid  Network  for  major  arterials 
with  high  ridership,  like  the  22; 
a Local  Network  on  secondary 
arterials  that  have  high  or  medium 
ridership,  like  the  45:  Community 
Connectors  that  take  neighborhood 
streets;  and  Special  Market  Services, 
which  consists  of  vans  and  taxi 
vouchers. 

Under  the  “restrained  system” 
all  changes  would  be  made  within 


though  the  cameras  will  not  be  able 
to  issue  moving  violations.  SFMTA 
is  also  experimenting  with  double- 
decker  buses  and  all-door  boarding. 
According  to  Kirschbaum,  double- 
deckers  have  more  seats  - 80  as 
compared  with  57  on  a standard, 
non-articulated  bus  - and  take  up  30 
percent  less  parking  space. 


existing  resources;  in  some  cases 
two  options  are  presented,  noted 
as  “A"  and  “B,”  for  an  individual 
line.  The  "enhanced  system”  would 
require  more  funding,  which  could 
be  generated  through  Fast  Pass 
price  hikes  - San  Francisco  has 
one  of  the  least  expensive  monthly 
passes  in  the  country,  with  an 
average  subsidy  per  passenger 
of  $1.60  - or  increased  federal 
funding. 

The  TEP  attempts  to  cut  lines 
or  line  segments  that  duplicate 
nearby  runs,  have  low  ridership, 
or  both.  It  also  seeks  to  expand 
the  City's  limited-stop  service  to 
lines  on  the  Mission,  California, 
Van  Ness  and  Potrero/San  Bruno 
transit  corridors.

I had  won  some  competitions  in  New 
York,"  including  at  the  prestigious 
New  York  Metropolitan  Opera. 
“We  were  thinking  of  starting  a 
family,  and  I wanted  the  freedom 
to  stay  at  home  if  we  were  blessed 
with  children."  Moss  quickly  found 
paying  jobs  as  an  opera  singer  with 
Pocket  Opera,  San  Francisco  Lyric 
Opera,  West  Bay  Opera  and  the  San 
Francisco  Opera  Center.  "I  was 
very  lucky,”  she  admits.  To  keep 
her  science  feet  wet.  Moss  also  gave 
molecular  biology  lectures  at  Foothill 
College  and  confessed  that  she 
“lives  vicariously  through  Andrej’s 
science." 

In  April  2005,  Moss  and  Sali 
welcomed  their  first  daughter,  Ava. 
Moss  marveled  at  the  Hill's  family- 
friendly  community,  finding  folks 
who’ve  become  her  dearest  friends. 
“Everything  a mother  and  child  could 
wish  for  was  at  my  doorstep,"  she 
said,  including  the  Hill's  own  urban 
kid  oasis,  Recess,  where  Moss  met 
this  reporter. 

Following  a very  busy  opera 
year  in  2006,  Moss  learned  she  was 
pregnant  with  her  second  child.  In 
February  2007,  in  her  third  trimester, 
she  awoke  one  morning  to  find  the 
right  side  of  her  face  completely 
paralyzed.  "I  couldn’t  blink,  talk 
well,  eat  neatly  or  smile...  it  was 
just  a horrific,  droopy,  unexpressive 
mess.”  Thinking  she’d  had  a stroke, 
Moss  went  to  an  emergency  room 
where  doctors  diagnosed  her  with 
Bell’s  Palsy,  a condition  which  causes 
the  seventh  cranial  facial  muscle 
nerve  to  die. 

Most  Bell’s  Palsy  cases  resolve 
themselves  in  two  to  three  months, 
said  Moss.  After  six  months,  however, 
Moss  saw  little  progress.  After 
consulting  a neurologist  and  getting  a 
series  of  scans,  Moss  learned  her  injury 
was  very  severe,  with  peripheral 
nerve  damage.  Doctors  told  her  there 
was  also  a high  probability  that  she’d 
developed  synkinesis,  a condition  in 
which  nerves  grow  into  the  wrong 
muscle,  which  manifests  in  crossed 
facial  signals  such  as  squinting  when 
smiling. 

Roughly  one-sixth  of  all  Bell's 
Palsy  cases  fall  into  this  severe 
category.  “I  had  a period  of 
mourning,”  said  Moss,  “but  then  I 
would  look  at  my  daughter  Hana 
and  I would  see  that  I gave  my  smile 
to  her,  she  is  a very  smiley  baby!"  It 
took  awhile,  but  Moss  “finally  got 


used  to  the  stares,  of  meeting  people 
for  the  first  time  and  seeing  the  look 
in  their  eyes  of  ‘I  wonder  what  is 
wrong  with  her?”’ 

After  a year  Moss  decided  “to  get 
back  on  the  horse  and  try  singing  again 
professionally,"  despite  her  altered 
face.  “My  voice  was  actually  better 
than  ever,”  she  relates.  “Ironically, 
so  much  of  opera  singing  is  about 
losing  tension,  and  fate  had  me  doing 
this  naturally."  But  Moss  wondered 
whether  people  would  look  past  the 
superficial  constrictions  on  her  face. 
"Would  people  be  willing  to  hire  me 
even  though  I couldn't  express  in  the 
same  way  I used  to? 

Moss  was  rejected  by  companies 
who'd  previously  hired  her,  at  least 
in  part,  she  feels,  because  of  her 
palsy.  “It  was  both  a liberating 
and  frightening  experience,"  she 
remembers.  "I  was  told:  ‘You  sound 
great,  but  call  us  when  your  face  is 
better.'  I didn’t  have  the  heart  to  tell 
them  it  wasn’t  going  to  get  better.” 

Donald  Pippin’s  Pocket  Opera, 
however,  did  take  a chance  on  Moss 
and  chose  her  to  perform  the  role 
of  Norina  in  the  comic  Donizetti 
masterpiece  Don  Pasquale,  which 
opens  this  month.  “It’s  one  of  the 
most  animated  characters  in  the 
repertoire  and  a great  challenge  for 
me,  but  I am  loving  singing  again  and 
grateful  for  the  opportunity.” 

When  Moss  heard  about  the  KDFC 
Classical  Star  Search  competition,  “I 
had  to  just  do  it.”  After  five  failed 
attempts  to  make  a video  at  home 
because  she  couldn’t  keep  her  young 
daughters  quiet,  she  succeeded  in 
taping  herself  singing  a “scream- 
free  Puccini  aria.”  She  submitted 
the  tape  to  KDFC  and  won  a place 
in  the  finals,  beating  out  hundreds 
of  applicants. 

Despite  her  accomplished  and 
passionate  performance  video  Moss 
admits  she’s  surprised  to  have  made 
it  this  far.  Moss  mentions  her  Bell’s 
Palsy  in  the  very  beginning  of  the 
tape.  For  this  mom-singer-scientist, 
“It’s  become- my  mission  to  raise 
awareness  for  this  debilitating 
condition  of  losing  one’s  face.” 

While  the  View  went  to  press  on 
April  28  Moss  performed  with  world- 
renowned  pianist  Lang-Lang  at  the 
Palace  of  Fine  Arts  in  Star  Search’s 
final  competition.  To  see  and  hear 
Moss’  rendition  of  an  aria  from  La 
Boheme,  and  to  vote  for  one  of  the 
Hill’s  very  own,  go  to  www.kdfc.com 
and  click  on  Star  Search.
